Near thy corner of Harriet and Flushing
avennoes Lambert met Jolin Gerry, who is re-
covering from n broken leg. Gerry had never
senn Lambart Lefore, but ha understood the
man's predicament, and offered to asslst him

to the telephone.

As they wore liobbling along thoy met Po-
liceman Willinm Bennettof the Vernon avenun
station. Denneft was drunk. but the two men
did not notice that, nnd wskad him to rend for
an ambulance. A erowd eathered about the
injured man pendiog tha coming of the am-
bulance. Dennett hagan shoving peoplo back,
prodding tliem with his club whon they did
not move Ilmmedintely, Ho caught Gerry by
the shoulders and gave him a push which sent
im nlmost on his fage.  Gerry turnod anil
“'l'lll;rn erippled, nfMear, and ean't move fast,™

Thoen Bennpntt hit Gerry on the leftarm with
Nlg nlght stick. It became vlain toeverybody
then thnt BDennettwas drank. Honganultod men
wll around him with his atiek. and _the erowil
eclised [n on himpnd held him. He resisted
vigorously and got peunded. but was not much

inet,

Polleeman John J. Halloran, who was en-
tiraly sohwr. came tn Dennett's help.  Home of
the crowd oxplained the situation to him. e
pitehied in to axtrieate Hennett and had his
eliub tnken awny and liln helmet erushed. Tho
crowil seemed not desirous of seriously harm-
lur elther polleeman.
